Starting early nnd getting (he pejni 
of tbe wind, we had not gone far be¬ 
fore old Boreas began bln revels, lien- 
era I I'nrr, of course, gave orders to 
the commanding officer* of companies 
in regard to preventing drowsiness of 
the uien mid lo qulri them In case of 
any of them succumbing to the cold 
I shall long remember that trip, for It 
was necessary for me to go by the 
wind and not film'll from It. for In the 
blinding blizzard we would all soon be 
lost. The direction brought the wind 
against my left ear. aud, aa tbe steri" 
soon became so bllndlug that even n 
black horse could not U> seen ten feet 
from the picket rope*, lariat lines were 
scattered along to guide the men, w hr. 
kept so close almost a* to touch each 
horse's tall. Hut I dared not change 
my position for fear of losing tile di¬ 
rection. bo for eight hours I held uiy 
left check aud ear against the atom 
and, of course, suffered greatly from 
frostbite. 1 dared not dismount, n- 
did many of the others. General Carr 
himself walking nearly all the dl- 
tance. lending bis hors**. 1 hud stuffcl 
my ear with a piece of saddle blaul.et,,

On another occasion I hrnl a very try 
lng experience wlmn General Penrose' 
coiumnud had been sent to reconnolter 
the surrounding country by General 
Sheridan and were known to bavetieen 
tomewbere In a blizzard. Not lieariug 
from them for several days, we knew 
they were up ugiiliist It. but as till 
trail* were covered and obliterated b; 
tbe drlftlug snow It was a M-rlotr 
problem to find them. General Carr, of 
course, consulted with me In tIn- uni 
ter. aDd be relates the Incident In lie 
tall lo "Carr's Campaigns" of my sin 
cess In finding the men. In till* In 
■tance, knowing In wlmt dlrc Umi tin- 
bad gone. I Imd to travel fifteen mil" 
to find a ridge that they would cr.- 
and that the storm would blow tli • 
snow away from nnd leave Imre. I ill- 
lowing this rltlce for five miles or 
more, I found the trail of their her "■ 
and wagona where they Imd emsHcil 
and by the hoof tracks located th" til 
rectlon In which they had gone. I «ii"- 
CMdcd In ranching them, allowed In 
and In a terrible condition, fur every¬ 
thing had tieon eaten up to such oil 
extent that the horses anti mules hud 
eaten tbe mimes Imd lull* off each 
other. Returning the next day. relief 
was sent, and the commands became 
reunited 


dangerous, but even 
combated attended by excruciating suf 
ferlng. Tills tbe old army officers and 
soldier* of the early campaign* will 
never forget, the physical discomfort* 
and mental worrying with climatic 
conditions fitr excelling those that de- 
fented Napoleon In bla winter cam¬ 
paign In the region about Moscow. 

I relate two or three example*. On 
one occasion I was out with some of 
tbe Fifth cavalry under the command 
of Lieutenant Beebe, a descendant t.r 
Benjamin I-'niuklln and n member of a 
well known Philadelphia family and. 
by the way. a magnificent young offi¬ 
cer. who In various campaign* showed 
a bravery and dash that one would 
not *»*«■ lute with his nristocratlc Istar- 
lng and extreme gentility. A blizzard 
arose. Fortunately we were near shel¬ 
ter In the shape of some bluffs and 
scattered wood. When the blizzard 
was over It was necessary for us to 
strike out on the path of duty. The 
thermometer was away below tero and 
tbe wind cutting and sharp. 

On coming back from the lend to con¬ 
sult with Lieutenant Baehe I passed 
by him to camion the sergeants to look 
out for their men from the cold and 
see that they did not become drowsy, 
and on my return I found Indications 
af Dumbness end drowsiness even tn 
tbe cose of tbe lieutenant. 1 aroused 
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77ic hllgle call threw them Into coa'i/abm- 
large Urntia of Indians, when It was 
too dangerous to travel In daytime and 
your object could bo best accomplished 
lu the ulgbt. Ills value a* "u striker" 
can be best explained by the following 
Incident: On one occasion we slept dur¬ 
ing the day lu a well wooded box can¬ 
yon. near n little stream of water, with 
plenty of gras* for the horses to browse 
on. aud at I lie xanio time we were hid 
den from view Toward evening, when 
we thought It convenient lo continue 
our scout. Just a* »ve were about t" 
emerge from our hiding place a large 
band of Indian* assembled down the 
canyon to camp for tbe night. Mount¬ 
ed a* they were. It wn* useless for us 
to attempt Might, so. moving fai l her 
backward In the wood*, we remulmil 
Opncealcd until they Imd settled dowu 
There was no way to get out except a 
du*h Uuopgb Uic Indian village. We 
dared twt K*7 till daylight, as they 
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
